panded vocational program,

Granges, engine class instructor. Courses benefitting as a 
result of these purchases include the engine class, the 


auto-body fender and refinishing class, and the machine 


shop and welding classes. 


Prospective automobile me- 
chanics are being greatly aided 
by the new Allen motor tuneup 
equipment, used for tuning en- 
gines and putting them as nearly 
as possible back into normal oper- 
ating condition. The engine class 
also received some new mechan- 
ized honing equipment for taking 
the taper wear out of engine 
cylinders. 


Installing Hydraulic Car Hoist 

A hydraulic car hoist, to be 
used by the engine class students, 
is now being installed adjacent to 
Mr. des Granges’ automobile clinic 
and will replace the make-shift 
blocks previously used by them in 
repairing cars. Other special 
equipment and tools have also 
been received, and are for the 
purpose of facilitating specialized 
repair operations on_ various 
makes of cars. 

Students in the auto-body fen- 


der and refinishing class now may 
utilize many new specialized body 
and fender tools, including air 
hammers, machine’ buffers, and 
grinders, and _ paint spraying 
equipment.

Your reputation is taking a beating. When that hap- 
pens, your college also loses face. This, in turn, decreases 
Santa Ana’s prestige as a town. Your folks may then not 
feel quite as proud to claim residence in Santa Ana. 

So, this is serious. When visiting students or faculty 
members from other schools, officials from out of town, 
or visiting private citizens wander over SAC’s attractive 
and well-cared-for campus, their impressions usually re- 
main favorable, until, that is, they unfortunately enter the 
Student Union lounge. 


Here, their dismayed eyes might frequently encoun- 
ter a scene replete with disaster. Only mangled chairs and 
tables might remain, that can be hardly recognized from 
their sad remnants as being formerly of trim and chrome- 
like beauty. If the visitors do happen to find one chair re- 
maining intact, and sink into it to recover from their shock, 
they do not remain seated long, if any strength remains to 
them. 


They rise, if they can overcqme the adhesive force of 
gummy spilled cokes.
